The Ruhr and the sanction cities have been 
evacuated and the confident belief in Euro- 
pean capitals is that Cologne will be evacu- 
ated in the near future. 

‘*Business in Germany is improving, though 
some industries complain of reduced demand 
for their products since the stabilization of 
the currency and the end of the chaotie per- 
iod of inflation. The country is competing 
suecessfully in world markets with France, 
Britain, Belgium and the United States. 

‘It is true that the crucial test of the re- 
parations plan will not come until 1928, when 
the German payment will rise to $600,000,000. 
Some theoreteal economists assert that this 
sum can never be paid and that if it could 
be paid, or transferred. the allies could not 
afford to receive it, either in gold or in com- 
modities, as their’ own economic lives would 
be completely demoralized by such transac- 
tions. 

‘That the experts’ plan will eneounter 
difficulties in the future may be granted, but 
the various problems will be solved as they 
present themselves. The essential condition 
of the suecess of the plan is the sincere appli- 
eation to it of sound economic principles.”’

Over Hundred Thousand Receive 
Public Support 


(San Bernardino Sun) 

Wards of the public in California number 
107,180. These are the people who because 
of their mental or physical condition, or their 
age. are unable to care for themselves. In- 
mates of penal and corrective institutions are 
not included. 

The figure is startling. 

San Bernardino County is one of the lead- 
ing counties of the state, yet if all the wards 
of the state were to be assembled in one sec- 
tion they would equal or exceed the density 
of population of San Bernardino County. 

The care of these people constitutes one 
of the great charitable works of the state. 
California is generous in its care of the needy. 
It is so generous in fact that people of East- 
ern states continue to come here expecting to 
be admitted into public institutions, which 
are the model of the country. But California 
will care. only for her own citizens, those of 
legal residence. Excursions are operated to 
return to the states from whence they came 
those persons unable to care for themselves. 

An exaet history is required from every 
person admitted to institutions in California 
and investigators determine whether they are 
entitled to the charity which they seek. 

The list showing how the total of 107,180 
wards are classified follows: 

Persons in county hospitals. 10,000. 

Children receiving state aid, 13,000. 

Children receiving county aid, 4,000. 

Adults receiving county aid, 25,000. 

Persons in state veterans’ home, 556, 

Persons in state institutions for deaf and 
blind, 420. 

Persons in state hospitals, 14,240. 

The care for such a population contributes 
to the tax burdens of the state. For the most 
part the care is well administered, and it is 
rare indeed that a person worthy of assist- 
anee does not receive it.

Jital to the Western States 

Evidence is accumulating that there is to 
be a determined and organized onslaught by 
certain eastern interests on the policy of fed- 
eral aid for state roads. Opponents of the 
policy base their opposition on their alleged 
dévotion to the national program of economy. 
Economy is a policy with which nobody has 
a quarrel. The American people are for it 
100 per cent. But economy which would 
starve the national life and hinder the flow 
of blood through the national veins is not 
economy at all. It is the rankest kind of 
waste. 

Commerce is the nation’s life-blood. High- 
ways are the nation’s arteries. With th> 
growth of population there is more and more 
need of channels of communication between 
the far-flung sections of this republic. Unity 
is an essential to the health of the body politic. 
And good roads do more to promote unity 
than all the laws or speeches or text books 
or homiletics put together. 

But some of the opponents of federal aid 
to good roads do not terminate their silliness 
with their fallacious argument for economy. 
They go to the fatuous extent of prating 
about unconstitutionality. It is indeed a 
very late day to discover that a practice in 
use by the government for years is uncon- 
stitutional. Of course it isn’t. And we feel 
almost justified in saying of course they know 
it isn’t. The wise and far-seeing men’ who 
were the architects of this republic wrote in- 
to their plan a provision giving Congress the 
power to establish post roads. It is as plam 
in its language and as clear in its meaning 
as that provision which establishes the Su- 
preme Court or the one that gives Congress 
control over interstate commerce. We do not 
feel that the matter is open to argument. It 
is not worthy of serious refutation. 

Our experience and observation lead us 
to the conclusion that the vast majority of the 
Amerean people. east and west, north and 
south, are heartily in favor of federal aid for 
good roads. It is not a sectional question at 


all. But there is a phase of it that vitally 
concerns the west. In these eleven states the 


federal government holds in reserve areas 
which vary from 45 to 90 per cent of the 
total acreage of the respective states in which 
they are situated. These government areas 
are exempt from taxation. but are being con- 
stantly enhanced in value by the expenditure 
of huge sums levied on the privately held 


- property of the states. 


The principle which brought this nation 
into being is that taxation without representa- 
tion is tyranny. This has a corrollary. To 
use the powers of the government to escape 
taxation and put an inequable burden on 
others is also tyranny. The federal govern- 
ment is save? from that charge by its aid to 
eood roads in those states in which it holds 
so large an area of untaxed lands. 


Should the federal aid be withdrawn it 
would put the government in the light of an 
ebsent landlord, dodging its taxes and shift- 
ing the load to those without the power or 
the inclination to evade it. 

We do not believe that the other 37 states 
would sanction such an injustice. But if they 
should be so inelined, we are quite sure that 
11 western states would find some very effect- 
ive method of uttering their protests.

In Los Angeles last year there 
were 170 murders. In London 
there were eight. As London has 
a population seven times greater 
than Los Angeles, the proportion 
would be: Los Angeles 750 mur- 
ders, London 8. 

In England and Wales there are 
about fifty murders a year. In 
the United States there are 10,-| 
000. Allowing for difference of 
population, say 10,000 murders in 
the United States, 200 in England 
and Wales.

There are more than 100,000 
murderers, unwhipped by justice, 
free, independent, ready for their 
next job, walking about the cities 
of America, riding in the cars, 
rubbing elbows with us in the 
streets. A Chicago judge carefully 
estimates the number at 135,000— 
all murderers—and not a single 
one of them but should have been 
hanged long ago. 

It is now September, 1925. The} 
armistice was signed November 11, 
1918. And the number of inno- 
cent men, women and children, 
peaceful, useful, law-abiding, mur- 
dered on American soil with the 
Stars and Stripes floating over 
them since the last gun was fired 
in the World War is greater than 
the sum: total of those who fell in 
the ranks of the American armies 
in the greatest war of all history. 

If those who have been mur- 
dered under our flag and on our 
soil since the armistice had been 
buried in one trench that trench 
would span the distance from San 
Diego to Los Angeles. 

Allowing ten automobiles to the 
funeral procession of each inno- 
cent person murdered in America 
since the armistice, that proces- 
sion would reach from San Fran- 
cisco to Chicago. 

Well, but hang it, 
ed for it? 

The facts cited above are taken 
from a new book, “The Follies of 
the Courts,” by Leigh H. Irvine, 
one of the most startling and one 
of the most useful books published 
in America within the last fifty 
years. No student of social condi- 
tions can afford not to read this 
book. The average decent citizen, ; 
man or woman, ought to read it— 
ought, there is an obligation of; 
good citizenship and of patriotism 
and of self-respect. Men and wo- 
men who have brains and can read 
and think ought to master these 
250 pages before they are a week 
older. 

Leigh Irvine does not spare the 
lash. And God knows we ought 
to be lashed by scorn and self-con- 
tempt. It is the first time in hu- 
man history that men have not 
been willing to protect their wo- 
men and children.

Constitution Talk 

Alexander Hamilton was hailed 
as one of the outstanding figures 
in the drafting of the American 
Constitution and said. probably to 
deserve the major portion of the 
eredit for the excellence of the 
document in an interesting talk 
Wednesday before the Lions Club 
in session at Hotel Casa Blanca 
by the Hon. Isaac Jones, promi- 
nent Ontario attorney and State 
Assemblyman. 

Mr.‘ Jones referred to the fre- 
uently expressed wonder at the 
length of time consumed in the 
framing of the constitution, three 
months. He called attention of 
the earnestness of its makers to 
frame a document which would 
stand the test of time and compar 
ing it to the constitution of Cal- 
ifornia, which was done more hur- 
riedly, suggested that had the 
same thought and time been put 
on the State document that was 
expended on the National consti- 
tution, there might now be less 
cause for so frequent amendments 
to the former. 

The speaker pointed out that 
the guarantee of liberty was the 
prime object of the constitution 
framers and held that they had 
accomplished their aim in truly 
remarkable manner.

VACATIONS COST 
THREE. BILLIONS 


How much did you spend on 
your vacation? 

If you were a vacationist who 
hied for the mountains, the sea- 
side and other resorts you spent 
a part of the three billion dollars 
that America’s vacation of 1925 
cost its residents. 

That, in round figures, is the 
best available measure of the flood 
of money that has been poured 
out by holiday throngs at vacation 
resorts, on the farm or in the 
city. 








Average Cost $100 

And if you were the “average 
vacationist” you spent $100. 

Approximately 30 million per- 
sons, it is believed, have taken an 
average of a fortnight off to play. 
The number is larger this year 
than usual because the country 
has been singularly free of strikes 
and industrial strife, and almost 
everybody who wants to work has 
had a job. To this general rule, 
the farmer alone stands as an 
exception; anyhow from the na- 
ture of his work, summer is not 
his vacation time. 

Rich Idlers Not Included 

The estimate of 30 million vaca- 
tionists allows for two persons out 
of every three gainfully employed 
as shown by censds bureau esti- 
mates. It does not consider the 
perennial vacationist of the money- 
ed class who flit from Maine to 
Florida with the seasons. No line 
is possible for measuring their 
outlay. 

Railroads show on their monthly 
reports to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission a passenger 
traffic this summer considerably 
above the average. The trans- 
continental movement has been 
particularly heavy and Pullman 
reservations “hard to get except 
far*in advance. California and 
the great national parks welcom- 
ed this year, it is believed, from 
this showing, far greater holiday 
crowds than. ever before. 

Resorts Have Record Season 

Summer resorts "generally have 
never had a more prosperous sea- 
son. Reservations have been im- 
possible during August at several 
of the more popular Atlantic coast 
resorts, except at the great hotels 
which cater more to the tourist 
than the two weeks vacation 
spender. Mountain resorts have 
shared with the seaside in the 
spendings of the holiday crowds. 

An average estimate of the 
spendings of each vacationist dur- 
ing his time off this summer has 
been placed at $100. Buch an esti- 
mate is hard to make, they admit, 
put the figure arrived at is consid- 
ered ultra-conservative. Assuming 
that it applies to the 30 million 
vacationists, the total spendings 
run to. $3,000,000,000. 

Pay Alone is For Billions 

' This figure is checked loosely by 
estimated totals of sums paid wage 
earners and salaried workers an- 
nually throughout the United 
States. Various economists have 
placed this annual sum at from 
$60,000,000,000. to $75,000,000,000, 
figuring the average annual in- 
come at about $1,500. The week- 
ly payments, under these esti- 
mates, rux from about $1,100,000, 
000 to $1,500,000,000 for wages and 
salaries. 

Two weeks’ wages and salaries, 
therefore, would amount to from 
$2,200,000,000 to $8,000,000,000. If 
the average vacationist spent only 
his two weeks’ pay, the vacation 
spending. would run to more than 
two billions. : 3
